Was Invented Years Ago 
Did you ever wonder w here your 
leghorn hat got Its nam e? 
The “leghorn,” which shades many 
feminine faces of a sum m er day, Is ex­ 
ported from Leghorn, a port In Tus­ 
cany, says the K ansas City Star, where 
It was Invented about the year 1840. 
It Is m ade lb the region around Flor­ 
ence. 
The demand for these hilts does not 
vary much from year to year, probably 
because they are both attractive and 
durable. They are naturally of a cream- 
Ish yellow color. T heir weave Is close 
and gives the hats strength and stiff­ 
ness, yet lets them bend Just a bit, 
picturesquely, 
In 
the 
breeze. 
This 
quality gives the leghorn Its wide rep­ 
utation as a shade hat. 
When you buy a real leghorn h a' 
you may know that the braid for It 
was plaited by women and children In 
the Italian villages, who go about the 
streets doing the work. 
A few yards

various shapes.

The automobile repairer bases his 
charges for installing a new fender 
mainly on the time he spends trying to 
remove the old one.

in place will prevent most of the dif­ 
ficulty encountered in this sort of 
work. 
Tile rule is to squirt kerosene 
over the fondt-r bolts Just before try­ 
ing to loosen them with the screw­ 
driver. But the rule Is not always the 
logical way to do things. 
A grout deal 
Of time will be saved by giving the 
fender bolts a kerosene bath the night 
previous to the day the work is to b«“ 
done. 
In the morning much of the 
rust will have been removed and the 
bolts will turn much easier, for the 
kerosene will have had ample time to 
do Its shure of the work.

the tightest b r a k e will result. 
A car 
which does not have both front and 
rear wheels in line will not efficiently 
iioid Hie road In wet weather, especial­ 
ly when brakes are applied. 
This lat­ 
ter trouble may be due to sprung axles, 
front or rear; rear axle housing out of 
true or a sprung frame.

Worn Pinions and Differential 
Bearings Are Result of 
Poor Driving of Auto. 


(By ERWIN GREER, President Greer 
College of Automotive Engineering, 
Chicago.) 
Rear axles today as a whole are 
mighty well made but they would give 
far better and longer service If the 
driving were properly done. 
Quick engagement of the clutch, 
heavy overloads, even though for an 
instant, harsh application of brakes 
on rough roads, and lack of lubrica­ 
tion are some of the causes of worn 
pinion and differential bearings and 
worn gears. 
Cause of Unpleasant Noises. 
The average car has an adjustable 
driving pinion and differential unit. 
When new these bevel gears operate 
so that the gears mesh in one certain 
way. 
If a bearing wears and allows 
the pinion to change its mesh, or lf 
rhe differential bearings wear and al­ 
low the whole unit to shift uwny from 
or toward the pinion, there is bound to 
be a n o is e produced and noise of an 
unpleasant character. 
Gears Not Running True. 
The bearings, if they are of the ball 
with ball separators or cages, 
may show a breaking down of the 
cage. 
Pieces of the cage fall between 
the gear teeth, chipping them and 
Causing more noise. 
The bearings 
themselves then allow more freedom 
of movement of the differential or 
pinion. 
It is absolutely necessary that 
the two gears remain in a fixed posi­ 
tion, and as soon as there is an un­ 
usual noise from the axle, it is a warn­ 
ing tim. the gears are not running true 
or that there is solid m atter between 
the teeth.
